Some interpret 
this course as favorable to the petition, but 
it probably has no significance w atever, and 
simply is dene in recognition of the public 
curiosity to know upon what basis the par- 
don in this somewhat extraordinary case is 
sought. The Anarchist case, of course, broke 
over all the Governor’s rules in spite of all 
effort to restrain it. He has voluntarily given 
publicity to all there is in this one.

Instead of cheaper sugars, lumber, clothing, 
and other necessaries of life, relief is to be 
offered in cheap whisky and tobacco! This 
ludicrous proposition proves to be made in 
earnest, and unless vigorously opposed it 
may succeed. Manufacturers do not wish 
to pander to evil, but they seek 
to find some excuse and R — to 
keep the high tariff intact throughout.

pa c ning. e great demands o 
the Treasury in the late war led to imposing 
direct taxes on the goods of our own manu- 
facturers. Simultaneously the present high 
tariff was im as a compensation. After 

e war the direct taxes on man- 
ufactures were repealed, but the manufact- 
urers were fortunate enough to retain the 
war tariff. This gives the Treasury more 
money than is needea. The lowering of Na- 
tional taxes should bea blessing. The re- 
moval of the extra war tariff is a natural se- 
quence, and would atly relieve consum- 
ers. But the original doctrine of protection 
to infant industries is now to be superseded. 
Pervetual protection, and the higher the 
better, is the new dogma. The iron and 
steel interests are the centre of a vast tariff 
confederacy seeking the indorsement of the 
— to this doctrine. Its effect upon 
agricuiture 1s already seen in the statistics 
now given. I will here give one more, bring- 
ing e fact nearer home.

The power of the 
lumber lords was seen in the rebuilding of 
Chicago after the fire. Though Chicago 
politics was ‘ protection’ in practice she be- 
came a ‘free-trader’ fora year. Co 
granted their request on all things save lum- 
ber—the thing of all others most needed and 
most just to be put on the free list.

AN IMMENSE PIPE CONTRACT. 


High-Pressure Mains for Natural Gas to Be 
Laid at Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 10.—[Special.]— 
The directors of the Consumers’ Gas Trust 
Company today closed a contract tor the 
pipe w lay their high-pressure lines, and 
work will begin as soon as the frost is out 
of the ground. The purchase is the largest 
single dealin natural-gas pipe ever made in 
this fieid. The terms call for enough pipe to 
lay the main line from the Hamilton County 
fields to Indianapolis, about twenty miles, 


and enough additional wrought-iron pipe to

JOHN SHERMAN’S CHANGE OF TUNE. 

In speaking before the ultra-protectionist 
Home-Market Club of Boston it was supposed 
that John Sherman would cling to the doc- 
trine of tariff taxation for the sake of taxa- 
tion, but for some reason the Ohio states- 


self in favor of a material reform and re- 
duction of the wariff. The change in John 


Sherman's tune is significant. No politician 


in the country pays more attention than he 
to the weathercocks or puts in more time 
judging the direction of the wind. The 
celerity with which he adopts new ideas and 
changes his position is pretty well shown by 
comparing his recent speech in the Senate 
with the following excerpt from his deliver- 
ance at Boston:

Is John Sherman sincere in thus advo- 
cating hberal additions to the free list and a 
careful revision of the tariff to correct in- 
| equalities and incongruities? Will he stand 
by his Boston pleage when he comes to vote 
on tariff bills in the Senate? Will other 
ultra-tariffiites, heretofore as bigoted as John 
Sherman, recant as he has done and make as 
much of a concession in favor of revising the 
tariff to correct inequalities and add raw 
materials to the free list? If so there should 
be no difficulty in speedily relieving the con- 
gestion of surplus funds in the Treasury and 
giving the public the benefit of a wise re- 
duction of taxation. 

Curiously enough, the same day that John 
Sherman appearedas an advocate of free 
raw materials a petition signed by 145 of the 
great furniture manufacturers of the country 
was presented to Congress, asking that 
tariff duties be taken off burlaps, silvered 
mirrors, coal, and sponges. The furniture 
manufacturers are usually classed as high- 
protectionists, but they make a strong 
argument to show that the specified 
raw materials used in their industry 
should be made free. Take burlaps, for 
instance. This article is not and can- 
not be manufactured in the United States, 
and yet the duty on burlaps last year aggre- 
gated over a million dollars. The exaction 
protected no one and the Treasury had no 
need of the money. In other words, the 
levy was a sheer robbery of the makers and 
users of furniture in the United States with- 
out a shred of pretense that it was necessary 
either for purposes of protection or revenue. 
So with the 101 per cent duty which the Gov- 
ernment levies on the silvered mirrors used 


| in furniture manufacture. The enormous 


duty has not fostered nor promoted the manu- 


p- facture of German looking-giass plates in 
this country, and the tax not being 


needed by the Treasury can only be 
regarded as so much plunder extorted by the 
Government from the furniture-using public 
without any decent excuse. Why make 
furniture excessively high in price by 
needless taxation which cannot benefit 
any American interest? The demand of the 
furniture manufacturers for free burlaps, 


_silvered mirrors, and sponges is precisely in 


line with John Sherman’s pledge to put on 
the free list “every imported article which 


does not compete with domestic industry,”

Sherman is held to his word. 

The argument used dy John Sherman and 
the furniture manufacturers as to raw ma- 
terial will apply in a greater or less degree to 
manufactured articles and justify all the 
tariff reductions now urged and needed. If 
the entire duty should be taken off every 
imported article which does not compete with 
domestic industry it follows for the same 
reason—the relief of the public from needless 
taxation—that any excessive and dispropor- 
tionate duty should be lowered to the amount 
needed for justifiable protection. The same 
argument which rejects the entire bounty in 
one case will condemn a needless excess in 
the other. If, as the case may be, an entire 
tax or a part of a tax is not needed for 
revenue or fair protection, it can only be an 
extortionate levy on the consumer, and for 
that reason should be remitted. Fairly ap- 
plied, the same argument which opposes the 
needless taxation of raw material will con- 
demn any excess in the levy on manufact- 
ured articles and demand that the duties be 
put no higher than the requirements of fair 
competition demand. Credited with sin- 
cerity, John Sherman can only be congratu- 
lated on his timely change of front and wel- 
comed to the ranks of the revenue reform- 
ers. But will he abide by his pledge and labor 
to redeem it in letter and spirit?

REFORM. 


Ex-Senator Warner Miller of New York, 
better known as Wood-Pulp Miller,” has 
been talking to a newspaper reporter in New 
York against tariff reform. Mr. Miller hav- 
ing amassed a fortune in the doubly-protected 
wood-pulp business - protected by a high tariff 
and by a patent monopoly which have ele- 
vated him into the ranks of the millionaires— 
expresses himself as fiercely hostile to any 
reduction of the tariff. He thinks that the 
surplus revenue of 120 millions of dollars a 
year can easily be gotten rid of without 
molesting the sacred war tariff,“ which he 
thinks it 1s sinful to touch. He says that he 
is unalterably opposed to the admission, duty 
free, of raw materials of manufacture, claim- 
ing that if such materials were admitted 
without tax “it would contribute nothing to 
the ability of manufacturing goods for ex- 
port.” He asserts that it our manufacturers 
secure their raw materials at the same price 
as do those of England or any other country 
of Europe we would not be able to enter into 
competition with them in the markets of the 
world so long as we continued to pay the 
present rate of wages, and so long as the 
cost of capital is higher here than in 
Europe.“ 

All ultra- protecionists harp continually 


upon the alleged high wages paid by Ameri- 


can protected manutacturers to their foreign 
imported laborers, but an examination of the 
pay-rolls shows that the claim consists chiefly 
of imaginary money, and that in point of fact 
they are the poorest paid town laborers in 
the United States, and the more highly pro- 
tected the factories are the less the wages. 
For example: In the silk factories, enjoying 
50 per cent bounty; woolen factories, enjoy- 
ing 60 to 100 per cent; cotton factories, 
enjoying 35 to 50 per cent, and in some lines 
still higher protection, the wages are just a 
grade above pauper pay. The wages paid in 
the coal mines are barely above the pauper 
standard, and the great bulk of the workmen 
in and about iron and steel works and coke 
and salt works receive a compensation just 
one point higher than is paid to their fellow- 
workmen in Europe. The nominal wages 
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serious handicapping by the 

can almost compete with the 

makers of any other country, and 
m eme lines of their production they are 
able to export considerable surpluses. It 
would only require free raw materials and 
a moderate reduction of the tariff, which adds 
so largely to their expense of production, to 
enable them to export immense quantities of 
paper goods of all qualities to all the markets 
of the New World, and even to compete in 
the ports of Europe successfully with the 
papermakers of Great Britain. 

Mr. Miller must also know that it requires 
but a little further reduction in the cost of 
manufacturing boots and shoes to enable 
American manufacturers to export immense- 
ly of that class of products. A revision of 
the tariff woula furnish that relief. And 
the same thing is true of all descriptions of 
cotton fabrics and of many lines of woolen 
goods. If our manufacturers had free wool 
for mixing purposes, and free dyestuffs and 
bleaching materials, and if the cost of ma- 
chinery were lowered, and the expense of 
living of their employés were not made 
abnormally high by unnecessary war-tariff 
exactions, they could all enter the neutral 
markets of the worlg with their surplus 
products and dispose Of vast quantities of 
them at a fair protit. During the fiscal year 
1887 duties were collected by the United 
States to the amount of 20 millions of dollars 
in round numbers on articles in a crude con- 
dition (such as iron ore, coal, salt, mixing wool, 
lumber, dyestuffs, bleaching powders, bind- 
ers’ twine material, and other raw materials 
of asimilar character) which entered into 
the various processes of domestic manufact- 
ure. Just think what an enormous benefit it 
would have been to the manufactories that 
paid out the 20 millions of duties on raw ma- 
terials if they could have imported the stuff 
free. The tax served no purpose, except to 
cut off their ability to make goods cheap 
enough to export. Mr. Miller ignores facts 
like these apparently because he prefers a 
monopoly of the American market free of 
foreign competition and supplied by trust 
syndicates, who, taking shelter behind high 
war duties, can absorb all the bounty the 
tariff affords, prevent competition, limit pro- 
duction, cut down wages, and rob consumers. 
The truth is, that Mr. Miller and men of his 
way of thinking care nothing about the ex- 


portation of surplus American goods. They 


do not desire any foreign trade, being per- 
fectly satisfied with the limited home mar- 
ket if it can be monopolized and overcharged. 
Men of Miller's ilk infinitively prefer stock 
in trust monopolies which will yield them 
high profits on small sales than any fiscal 
system which would require large production 
to obtain large profits. They dislike the trou- 
ble of seeking foreign markets for surplus 
goods. They prefer a sure thing with high 
bounties and big dividends, and care nothing 
for the consumers’ interests. It makes no mat- 
ter with them how much a compulsory free- 
trade farmer is obliged to pay for trust mo- 
nopoly goods. They see no wrong or hard- 
ship in putting their hands into the pockets 
of the farmers who sell all their products at 
free-trade prices and extracting therefrom 
fully one-third of their scanty. unprotected 
earnings and transferring them to their own 
bloated bank accounts. Thisis Millerism ap- 
plied to the tariff. With him and those like 
him itis every trust monopolist for himself 
and the Devil take the farmers, who are al- 
ways the hindmost. 


THE WESTERN UNION'’S REMONSTRANCE. 
Dr. Norvin Green, the President of the 


Western Union Telegraph Company, has pre. 


sented to Congress a memorial in behalf of 
the monopoly of which he is the nominal 
manager, remonstrating against thé Cullom 
bill for the establishment of a Government 
system of postal telegraph, and character- 
izing such a legislative proposal as “‘ onerous, 
unjust, and oppressive” so far as the West- 
ern Union is concerned, and generally at 
variance with good policy and opposed to 
the public good. In his characteras a common 
benefactor Dr. Green urges five principal ob- 
jections to the Cullom scheme: (]) It is of 
doubtful constitutionality; (2) it is not neces- 
sary; (3) itis inexpedient; (4) it would be a 
breach of good faith on the part of the Goy- 
ernment with the existing telegraph compa- 
nies, especially the Western Union; (5) the 
proposals of the bill are based on erroneous 
assumptions as to the cost of telegraphic con- 
struction. 

The argument which Dr. Green advances 
in support of the first of these objections is 
exceedingly flimsy and has been frequently 
refuted. The Continental Oongress in as- 
suming control of the postal system of the 
country declared the function of that service 
to be “the communicating of intelligence 
with regularity and dispatch from one part 
to another of these United States.” As the 
phrase is understood in these days intelligence 
cannot be “communicated with dispatch” 
from one part of the United States to the 
other without the use of the telegraph. It is, 
in fact, the duty of the Government to avail 
itself of every proper agency in aid of the 
functions which it has assumed. The tele- 
graph is such an agency; but, as Senator 
Cullom remarks in his article in the current 
number of the Forum, even without the 
post-office clause of the Constitution Con- 
gress might invoke the war power or the 
power to regulate commerce and the power 
to provide for the general welfare as author- 
ity for constructing telegraph lines.“ It is a 
fact which Dr. Green and others ignore that 
the first telegraph line operated in the 
United States was constructed at the ex- 
pense of the Government and operated by it 
for three years. There are now 8,000 miles 
of wire operated under the control of the 
War Department. The United States Su- 
preme Court, in a decision in which the West- 
ern Union was concerned, used this language: 
“A telegraph company occupies the same 
relation to commerce as à carrier of mes- 
sages that a railroad cOmpany does as a car- 
rier of goods. Both are instruments of com- 
merce.“ Is it not within the constitutional 
power of Congress to use the telegraph as an 
instrument in regulating commerce itself? 

It is singular that the constitutional objec- 
tion did not occur to Dr. Green or Jay Gould 
before. In one part of the memorial we 
are told that all the telegraph companies do- 
ing business in the United States have duly 
and formally recognized and accepted the 
Telegraph act of 1866, which contains this 
provision: 


Provided, however, That the United States 
may ata 3 after the expiration of five years 
from the date of the passage of this act, for post- 
al, military, or other — purchase all the 
telegraph lines, property — effects of all of 
said companies at an appraised value to be ascer- 
tained by five competent disinterested persons, 
two of whom shall be selected by the tmas- 
ter-General of the United States, two by the com- 
one Fo gig and one by the four so pre 

selec 


Surely if the Government can acquire ex- 
isting lines by purchase for “ postal, mili- 


tary, or other purposes” it can proceed to 
construct lines for such purposes. What it 


can constitutionally operate it can constitu- 
tionally provide. 

The other arguments of Jay Gould’s facto- 
‘tum may be summed up in the plea: The 
Western Union now gives good service at 
‘moderate rates; Derr

er, though the latter is carried on at 
a small cost to the general taxpayer, not be- 
ing self-sustaining. It requires considerable 


courage in these days of trusts and monop- 


olies for the agent of a monopoly to tell the 
National Legislature that “ the aggregation 
of capital into large enterprises promotes the 
public welfare.” There may be some Con- 

gressmen who look upon Jay Gould as a pub- 
lic benefactor and philanthropist, but people 
generally will prefer to believe with Mr. 
Anderson of Kansas, who described the 
operations of the Western Union monopoly 


in the House of Representatives Thursday as 


the “‘ merciless grind of the most extrava- 
gant, enormous, unscrupulous, piratical set 
of incorporated scoundrels on the continent.”’ 

It is not true that the English postal service 
is not self-sustaining. An official statement 
by the principal bookkeeper of the General 
Post-Office at London shows that for the year 
ending March 31, 1886, the Government de- 
rived from the telegraph a profit of 1.34 per 
cent upon the capital expended. The statement 
of Dr. Green to the contrary is based on the 
undoubted fact that the profits are not yet suf- 
ficient to pay interest on the enormous sum 
of $59,289,685 which the British Government 
paid in 1870 for the telegraph wires to the three 
private companies then operating them. If 
the British Government had been able to fail 
back on a surplus of $200,000,000 from which 
to pay for the construction of new hnes its 
system would have paid from the start. It 
is absurd for Dr. Green to pretend that the 
service is cheaper in America than in 
England. In the latter country the average 
cost of messages last year was 16 cents. It 
will be only through active competition be- 
tween a Government system and the Green- 
Gould monopoly that the people of America 
can secure such cheap service—a service 
which will at the same time be as widely 
extended and exveditious” as the English 
service admittedly is. Why do Gould and 
Green so dread a limited competition by the 
Government on a few trunk lines? Is it be- 
cause they know such a partial system of 
Government lines will demonstrate the ex- 
tortionate nature of their service! 


SCHEME OF THE RANCH WOOL-GROWEBS. 

Some years ago on the basis of careful in- 
quiry in all the Northern States it was stated 
by the Commissioner of Agriculture that the 
average costof keeping sheep in the States 
east of the Missouri River was $2.65 per 
head per annum. Taking these figures a 
careful calculator presented the Wool Man- 


ufacturers’ Associawon the following state- 
ment of the comparative cost of keeping 


sheep in the States and on the plains: 


Three thousand apap in States at 
$2.65 per head.. 

Three thousand sheep ‘on plains, one 
herder at $50 per month, including 


board 

One hundred and fifty tons of hay to 
be used in case of uncommonly 
severe storms..

It was just this enormous difference be- 
tween the cost of keeping sheep on the plains 
and in the States that caused the decay of 
sheep husbandry in the States east of the 
Missouri and the transfer of the business to 
the Far Southwest. Farmers living on high- 
priced land and in a severe climate could not 
compete with the ranchmen of the Southwest 
in wool-growing, and while reducing their 
flocks had to look to the mutton value of the 
animals, or if they relied at all on wool for a 
profit to breed only sheep producing the fin- 
est fleeces, while the Southwestern flock- 
masters assumed a monopoly in the produc- 
tion of common coarse wool. No tariff could 
protect wool-growers east of the Missouri 
from the destructive competition waged from 
the Southwest. With the odds so greatly in 
ta vor of the millionaire flockmasters of the 
Southwest the farmers in the States from 
Iowa to New York had to abandon wool- 


growing with a view to a profit on the wool 


clip and confine themselves to growing a 
small number of sheep for mutton. 

These great flockmasters in the Southwest 
who have enjoyed such enormous advantages 
in competition with ordinary farmers and 
have made wool-growing unprofitable for the 
latter have perfected a new wool tariff 
schedule which they intend urging on Con- 
gress. In brief, they propose to increase the 
duties on fine Ohio and Michigan wool 10 
per cent and on coarse ranch wool 100 per 
cent! Moreover, they propose to advance 
and rearrange the tariff on manufactured 
woolens so as to greatly increase the cost of 
blankets, women’s and children’s common 
dress goods, ana the like—articles of neces- 
sity in the family of every farmer. With a 
tremendous advantage over ordinary farmers 
in wool-growing these millionaire flock- 
masters of the plains demand ten times the 
amount of tariff protection they concede to 
the wool-growers in the States, and at the 
same time propose that the price of woolen 
goods on the latter shall be advanced. And 
in preparing this program of greed and urg- 
ing it on Congress, Delano & Co. claim to 
represent the farmers east of the Missouri 
and to be advocates of their interests! 


“COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 

The Boston Globe has been interviewing the 
Presidents of colleges where the sana mens 
in sano corpore system is in vogue to ascertain 
whether athletics play any part in affecting 
attendance. The repties differ in opinion, as 
might have been expected in these progress- 
ive days, and if the Globe had made its inqui- 
sition still more searching it would probably 
have been found that those Presidents who 
are of robust physique themselves are the 
ones who believe that athletics are an attrac- 
tion, while those who are all head and no 
body hold to the reverse opinion. Among 
those who do not lay much stress upon ath- 
letics as influencing matriculation are Presi- 
dents Eliot of Harvard, Hyde of Bowdoin, 
Adams of Corneil, Barnard of Columbia, and 
Seelye of Amherst. The venerable Harvard 
President thinks it a matter of no con- 
sequence. Hyde affirms that not more 
than 2 per cent of the students of any insti- 
tution are influenced by athletics. Adams 
thinks that only those who are ambitious for 
athletic reputation would be attracted, and 
Barnard and Seelye, who preside over col- 
leges that have not made much of a mark in 
sports, are evidently dead set against them. 

Presidents Dwight of Yale, Smith of Trin- 
ity, Pepper of Colby, and Gen. Walker of the 
Boston School of Technology are of different 
opinion. With a pardonable pride in the vic- 
tories of Yale over Harvard, Dwight thinks 
that, while attendance is influenced more by 
other causes, the successes of the Yale crews 
and teams have greatly encouraged it. Smith 
comes out strongly in favor of sports as a 
drawing card. Pepper says: “The college 
which should be thought to discountenance 
or fail to give due weight to athletics would 
in Maine be at a decided disadvantage.” 
Gen. Walker of the “Techs” says: College 
athletics, made so much of as they are in 
social circles and the press, bring young men 
into colleges just as truly as flaming posters, 
brass bands, and iliuminated entrances 
bring young men and oid into theatres.” If 
Prof. Patton, the newly-elected President of 
Princeton, decides to qualify, his opinion 
might also be sought. He is not a man of 


much physique, but it would be interesting

depend largely upon the athletic standing 
of colleges. It is not in human nature for 
the President of an institution whose stu- 
dents keep its pennant to the fore to with- 
stand a feeling of pride in its successes. 
Among young men there can be but little 
doubt that athletics are a great attraction, 
and behind this there may be the feel- 
ing that in a college where football, base- 
ball, cricket, and rowing receive proper at- 
tention there will not be so much time 
wasted on Greek, Latin, dead languages, 
and impracticable philosophies. as in those 
colieges where exercise runs entirely to the 
brain, Whatever college Presidents may 
think, the public has come to the opinion 
that sound bodies are important factors 
to success in life, while college statistics 
prove that athletic and scholastic success 
can go hand in hand. It is a healthy sign 
that eminence in Greek literature is no 
longer considered the all-in-all of a college 
curricuium and that the other side of Hel- 
lenic culture, the physical, 1s coming into 
favor. 


AN INSIDE VIEW OF PROHIBITION. 

The annual report of the Rhode Island 
Chief of State Police, who is responsible for 
the enforcement of the prohibition law, is a 
suggestive document, and reinforces the ar- 
gument so often made by Tun Trisune to 
show why prohibition fails to prohibit. He 
frankly confesses that, notwithstanding 
his conscientious and energetic effort to 
enforce the law, it has been a fail 
ure. It is needless to say he is a 
Prohibitionist himself and has selected Pro- 
hibitionists for his assistants. Out of 678 
complaints made for violation of the liquor 
laws only 165 have been made by his officers. 
Out of forty-six local officers appointed to 
enforce the law onlytwelve have taken any 
steps to do so. Why they have not is suffl- 
ciently explained by the Town Sergeant of 
Gloucester, who says in his report: For 
lack of support no arrests or seizures have 
been made, as the majority of the town 1s in 
favor of liquor.“ That is the whole story ina 
nutshell. In addition to all these troubles the 
chief complains that there are now %28 ap- 
pealed liquor cases and 338 indictments on 
the Court of Common Pleas docket, which, at 
the present rate of trial, will occupy over two 
years; and when to this is added the 
delay occasioned by appeals to the 
Supreme Court it will be seen that 
the possibility of getting a judgment is 
put off as many years more. The waste, 
however, is not alla matter of time. In ad- 
ditaon to the expense of salaries and running 
machinery every seizure costs the State $100, 
and it gets back the few pennies it receives 
for empty casks. In view of all the circum- 
stances, the chief is free to admit that liquor- 
selling has increased nct only in Providence 
but all over the State since the Prohibition 
law came into force. 

It is curious that the Rhode Island Chief 
of Police has not the good sense of the 
Town Sergeant of Gloucester in discov- 
ering that where the sentiment of a com- 
munity does not support the law it can- 
not be enforced. He is still of opinion 
that if he had more law, more lawyers, and 
more officials he might enforce it, utter- 
ly ignoring the fact that public senti- 
ment would remain the same if every Pro- 


hibitionist in the community were made an 


official The Providence Journal, which was 
a supporter of the law, goes to the root of 
the matter in its comment. Law and offi- 
cers have done about all that such agencies 
can do in the present state of public feeling; 
the only thing that can now give the 
amendment more potency is a better 
moral support. If there is still any number 
of people who believe that prohibition can 
be made to prohibit, it is time they made 
their inffuence feit.“ Tuis in good sense, 
and just so longas the majority of the peo- 
ple in any city, town, or village of Rhode 
Island are Opposed to the law or are satisfied 
that it is not the practical way of stopping 
intemperance or restricting the liquor traffic 
the law will be impotent and an object of con- 
tempt, for the reason that those whose duty 
it should be to enforce it would be elected 
by the votes of those opposea to it. To 
this argument no categorical or satisfactory 
reply has ever been made by a prohibition ad- 
vocate or organ. 


% Protecting” the Farmers. 

Philadelphia Record; There has been nothing 
of late so conspicuously brazen as the attempt 
of the 7ridune farmers” to impose upon the 
farmers who walk between the plow handles by 
offering tem more effectual protection of agri- 
culture.” The offer consists in a proposition to 
put practically prohibitory duties on flax and its 
products and on leaf tobacco for cigar wrappers; 
to restore the wool duties of the tariff of 1867; to 
abolish the sugar duties and pay an equivalent 
bounty to home producers, and make the follow- 
ing changes in existing tariff duties:

5 cts. per dozen, 
30 per cent. 

It has been demonstrated beyond question by 
the recent experience of the country that the en- 
couragement of wool production dy the heavy 
duties of 1867 did not operate to raise prices. An in- 
crease in the duty on flax and flax products would 
add to the burdens of 100 farmers for every single 
farmer it would benefit. The flax industry is a 
most unprofitable industry, and would still be 
unprofitable, however encouraged. The farmers 
are not asking for increase of the heavy duty on 
leaf tobacco for wrappers, but for a fair colleo- 
tion of the sufficient duty now laid on imports. 
The only other articlesin the above list which 
are imported in any considerable quantity are as 
follows;

The cultivation ot barley and hops, though 
stimulated by the Government bounty, is con- 
fined to limited areas by reason of their uncertain 
growth and unprofitableness. Potatoes are al- 
ways raised in excess of the needs of the coun- 
try, except when the crop is desweyed by rot or 
the ravage of beetles, The tariff, consequently, 
operates to the disadvantage of farmers in years 
of scarcity, when they are obliged to buy for use 
and for seed, and in years of plenty tne surplus 
prevents importation. The taxon eggs of five 
cents a dozen offers about the only real advan- 
tage proposed. by the Tribune farmers to 
their bucolic brethren, What a humbug and 
sham it is! 

If the protectionists be really disposed to ad- 
mit the farmers into the fold of bounty-fed mo- 
nopoly there is an easy and practicable way to 
do it.

NEW FAST-MAIL SERVICE. 
Postmaster-General Dickinson has entered 
into a new contract the Chicago, Bur- 
li n & Quincy Railroad Company for a 
fast-mail service between Chi and Coun- 
cil Bluffs, to take effect March 13. The pres- 
ent contract calls for fast-mail service on a 
schedule of sixteen hours west only six times 
a week. The new contract is for a daily serv- 
ice both east and west 1 — a schedule of 
fourteen and one-half hours, the leav- 
ing time at either end to be 
controlled by the Post-Office De ment. 
By this arrangement California mail leaving 
San Francisco in. the evening after business 
hours and arriving in Council Bluffs in the

FARM ANIMALES IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The February statistical report of the De- 
2 of Agriculture relates to the num- 

rs and values of farm animals. There is a 
reported increase in horses, mules, and cat- 
tie and a decrease in sheep and swine. The 
largest rate of increase is in horses—5 per 
cent—and it is general throughout. the coun- 
try, though largest west of the Mississippi. 
The aggregate exceeds 13,000,000. The in- 
crease in mules averages 34¢ percent. The 
increase in cattle is 24. It makes the aggre- 
gate over 49,000,000." The increase is nearly 
as large in milch-cows as in other cattle. In 
sheep the decline appears to be between 2 and 
3 per cent, the aggregate of flocks being 
about 43.500,000. here isa smaller decline 
in numbers of swine—less than 1 per cent 
leaving the aggregate over 44,000,000. The 
aggregate value of all farm animals is $8,000,- 
000 more than a year ago. 

A DISAPPUINTED CHINAMAN. 

Mr. Lone Chew, a Chinese merchant resid- 
ing in Portland, Ore., recently inquired of 
the Treasury Department whether the re- 
quirements of Sec. 6 of the Chinese Re- 
striction act might not be waived in the case 
of his nephew, a young Chinaman now at 
Hong Kong, whom he intended to bring over 
and give an interest in his business.

INDIANS WANT THEIR MONEY. 


A Delegation of Wisconsin Backs and Med- 
icine-Men to Wait Upon the President. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Feb. 10.—[Special. |—Under 
a treaty of 1842 and another of 1865 with the 
Government the various bands of Chippewa 
Indians, now represented by a few semi-civ- 
ilized full-bloods and a large number of half- 
breeds, were to receive a large sum of money 
for certain lands over which they roamed. 
This amount was in the neighborhood of 
$250,000, and was to have been paid in annual 
installments. Up to the breaking out of the 


| rebellion the payments were promptly made, 


but oe the close of the war, owing to 
the strain condition of the country’s 
finances, the Indians only received a small 
portion of their dues, and finally the el 
ments ceased altogether, although they claim 
a balance of 000, with interest from about 
the year 1868. t that time the late Squire 
Bell, King of the Apostie Islands,” gath- 
ered together a few of the Chiefs and went to 
Washington, but the trip was a fruitless one, 
the old King finding no one willing to 
listen to his story. Tne Indians at that time 
could not converse in the language of the 
white man, but now that most of the oid 
bucks have learned to talk and some of them 
to read and write, they propose to make an- 
other effort, and will call on Mr. Cleveland 
and lay their claim before him without the 
aid of an interpreter. It is said that the party 
will be made up of a dozen Chiefs and medi- 
cine- men from the La Pointe, Bad River, 
Odanah, and Brule Reservations. 


The Shorter Route to Buffalo. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
You maké an extended extract from my recent 
article in Harper's Magazine on Ship Railways, 
Antient and Modern,” but omit all mention of 
the suggestion for a ship railway over the Michi- 
gan peninsula. THe TRIBUNE has given such 
prominence to the unusual disasters of the late 


season, and the fact being self-evident that with 


the increase of business these must continue to 
increase in due ratio unless adequate measures 
are adopted to prevent them, I hope I may be 
pardoned for asking your attention to the propo- 
sitions which have been made to cut the Michi- 
gan peninsula. If the grain fleet leaving Chica- 
go can strike a course directly east by south in- 
stead of north it is evident that much of the peril 
may be avoided, that time will be saved, and 
that the season of navigation will be measura- 
bly extended. Tnese are considerations which 
certainly deserved to be considered in view 
of a commerc which is 80 constantly 
and rapidly increasing. Engineers of the 
highest reputation and of great experience have 
been consulted and find that the proposed route 
is not only practical but peculiarly well adapted 
either for a railway or canal. It is no new proj- 
ect, but has been earnestly advocated from 
time to time for more than sixty years. And as 
to the practicability of conveying loaded vessels 
over portages, we haye not only the ancient ex- 
amples of the Corinthians, Athenians, and 
Venetians, which you have so fully quoted, but 
we have in these latter days the example of the 
French Government, which has recently con- 
veyed a steel torpedo boat 111 feet in length over 
existing railroads, 850 miles from Toulon to 
Cherbourg, covering the entire breadth of the 
country from the Mediterranean to the English 
Channel, This is the greatest feat of the kind 
that has ever been accomplished as to distance; 
and for certain parts of the route the time made 
was twenty-five miles an hour. The United 
States Government has recently made proposi- 
—— Rew an similar service, and has received 
Satis ry responses and propositions from 
both the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania systems.

OF THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Nothing New in Iron and a Difference of 
Opinion as to Future Prospects—The 
Demand Irregular—The Copper Corner 

Much Better Tone in the Wool Mar- 
kets and Some Improvement in Prices 
~—Prints, Cloths, and Woolen Goods. 

New York, Feb. 10.—[Special. | —Bradstreet’s 

says: There are no changes of note in the 
pig-iron markets. Nearly all the railroads have 
now good-sized orders out for rolling stock, 
motive power, machine-shop, and track equip- 
ments, which will be filled by April 1. The 
merchant steel-mill demand is at present ir- 
reguiar, and no decided improvement is 
looked for until agricultural interests call for 


supplies. .Western iron markets are exhibit- 


ing signs of activity. Prices are strong and 
stocks are light. Manufacturers of all kinds 
of products into which iron and steel largely 
enter are not buying more than enough stock 
to keep things moving. Southern furnace 
interests are having a good many inquiries 
for spring and summer pig-iron, but up to 


‘this time there is not enough difference in 


prices, taking all risks into account, to lead 
to much business. Just at this time the pros- 
pects for heavy transactions in the iron trade 
are not bright. Diverse views are entertained 
in iron circles—one that a bad season is in 
signt, and another that at present unforeseen 
causes will stimulate demand for furnace 
and mill products. 

The French copper syndicate appears to be 
gradually strengthening its hold on the 
world’s product... The European companies 
are considering the offers made them, with 
strong probabilities of acceptance. Report 
has it that the Calumet & Hecla output, as 
well as that of two of the other principal 
American mines, has been obtained control 
of, but this 1s yet in doubt. The Boston & 


Montana Company is understood to have f 


made the bargain at a graduated price, ap- 
proximating 11}¢ cents a pound. The syndi- 
cate agreed to take the Tamarack’s product . 
at 13 cents up to 50,000,000, giving the con- 
pany permission to jose 5,000,000 pounds 
additional. The amarack’s semi-annual 
statement, by the way, shows that the total 
cost of its K per pound of refined 
copper laid down in New York and sold 
was 5.39 cents. It is said that negotiawons 
have been had with the Quincy company. 
The market has been steady at about 1 
cents to 16% cents for lake ingot in New 
York. Calumet & FHecla shares in Boston 
have advanced 19 points this week, from 214 
to 233, subsequen going off two or three 
points.

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‘AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


A CONSIDERABLE REDUCTION IN 
LIVE-STOCK RATES. 


A Move by the St, Paul Road Promptly 
Met by All Other Interested Lines—The 
Same Road Takes the Initiative in 
Other Reductions, but Is Immediately 
Followed—Drop in Hard Coal Rates— 
Grain Rates Hold Out—The Indications. 


Although the rates on nearly all classes of 
freight West and Northwest have been reduced 
from 40 to 7% per cent, yet further reductions 
are continually being made. The cuts yesterday 
were more serious than the day before. The St. 
Paul, during the morning, put down the rate on 
live stock from $37.50 to $35 from Kansas City, 
Leavenworth, Atchison, St. Joseph, Council 
Bluffs, and Omaha to Chicago,and all other 
roads immediately followed suit. This was fol- 
lowed by a reduction in rates on classes A, B, 
C, D, and E from 13 to 14 cents between all Mis- 
souri River points and Chicago. This comprises 
all classes of car-load freight, except grain and 
its products. Later in the day the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul again took the lead, and re- 
duced the rates on all less than car-load 
classes between all Missouri River points and 
Chicago as follows: First class, 30%; second, ; 
third, 19; fourth, 16%; and fifth, 14 cents. This is 
&@ reduction from the rates previously in effect of 
4 cents first class, 4 cents third class, and 2 
cents fourth class. All other roads adopted the 
same rates, Packing-house products from Mis- 
souri River to Chicago went down from 13 cents 
to 12% cents. The Rock Island, which declined 
to meet the low rates made by the St. Paul and 
other northwestern lines between Chicago and 
St. Paul and Minneapolis Thursday afterroon, 
adopted the reduced rates yesterday morn- 
ing and is again in the field for traffic between 
Chicago and all points in the Northwest at the 
lowest prevailing rates. The Wabash Western 
decided yesterday to make the lumber rate be- 
tween Chicago and St. Joseph and Kansas City 
five cents, the same as charged by the 
Chicago roads between Upper Mississippi 
River and Missouri River points, but in common 
with the other St. Louis roads refused to mee; 


te rates on other freight made by the Chicago 


roads. The most serious reduction during the 
day was on hard coal from Chicago to Des 
Moines, which was reduced from $3.18 per ton to 
$1.80. The indications are that the fighting to- 


day will be more severe than at any time since 


the war commenced. The rates that have not yet 
been oy tee ge reduced are on grain from 

luffs, Omaha, and Western Iowa points, 
ana. on soft coal to points in the Northwest. As 
the present rates are liable to be cutin two be- 
fore Monday night the losses of the leading 
roads will no doubt be heavier hereafter. 


Baltimore & Ohio Difficulties. 

BALTIMORE, Md, Feb. 10.—[Special.}—The 
continued decline this week in Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad stock has been the talk in financial cir- 
cles, and has again revived the belief that the 
Baltimore & Ohio finanees are in a worse condi- 
tion than the company will let be known. Balti- 
more & Ohio bonds, however, have not been af- 
fected by the decline in the stock. John Ham- 
bleton & Co. speak plainly in their circular to be 
issued tomorrow regarding the decline. The cir- 
cular says: 

“Less than a year ago the stock sold at 180. 
This week it sold off from 102 to 9%. The decline 
is not suprising—indeed the marvel is that so lit- 
tle stock has u offeredfor sale and that it 
should have found buyers above par under such 
discouraging circumstances. ugh the an- 
nual statement of the Baltimore & Ohio Com- 
pany for the fiscal year end Sept. 30, 1887, 
showed that the dividends paid November, 1886, 
and May, 1887, were earned, the showing was ac- 
complished by crediting the company with the 
interest on the $10,000,000 Pittsburg & Con- 
neliville bonds held — the company to secure 
their own bonds issued against them, which in- 
terest was not paid, and was in no sense a cash 
asset. In the supplementary statement subse- 

uently issued acredit balance of $17,000 was 
shown, but in this statement only one dividend 
was included, when infact two dividends had 
been paid during the fiscal year. The September 
pay-rolis were carried over to the next fiscal 
year, and materials on hand were credited as 
revenue. Further, no interest was charged on 
millions of borrowed money. Ifall of these items 

been correctly stated the results of the 
year would have shown a large deficieny. Con- 
sidering thesé facts, it is to be inferred that the 
Baltimore & Ohio vere pres although relieved 
from its present financiai difficulties, is not likely 
to be in position to pay dividends forsome time 
to come. It is intimated that ibly scrip 
dividends will be paid, but we can hardly believe 
that such will be the case. When the Baltimore 
& Ohio paid scrip dividends, after the financial 
crisis of 1873, Baltimore & Ohio sold below 80. A 
repetition of the same policy might be product- 
ive of like or worse results.“ 


Rates on Ocean Trafiic. 

New YORK, Feb. 10.—A meeting of the joint 
committee of the seaboard trunk lines and their 
Western connections was held at the office of 
Commissioner Fink in this city today, at which 
it was resolved to return to the oid system of ex- 
port tariff rates. The reselution as passed reads 
as follows: 

Resolved, That taking effect Monday, Feb. 20, 
1888, the system now in operation of making 
through mg * tariffs be discontinued; and that 
hereafter the rates on export traffic be the sum 
of the inland tariff, plus the ocean rates current 
from time to time, except that the inland rate to 
Boston on export traffic may be the same as to 
New York, it being understood that on in 
shipments the elevator charges at point of ex- 
port shall be also added. 

A minute of this action and the inland rate 
will be filed with the Inter-State Commission. 
The Canadian Pacific today signed the joint cir- 
cular A, referring tothe abolishment of pay- 
ment of commissions to agents selling tickets 
in trunk line territory. The tickets of the road 
will be placed in all the trunk line offices to- 
morrow. The Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City 
Railway asf made the following through rates 
from New York and Boston to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis: First class, 9 cents; second, 81; 
third, 60; fourth, 4942; fifth, 44; sixth, 341. 
Regular differentials from Phihladelphia and 
Baltimore apply on these rates. 


Another Cut by the Soo. 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Feb. 10.—[(Special.]—The 
Soo line has put in lower freight rates from New 
York and Boston to St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
the different classes being 85, 74, 58, 464, 40, 31% 
on westbound business only. It is the advent of 
the Soo which has caused all the trouble in the 
Northwest. s cut made bythe Soo is five 
cents first-clas@ in order to maintain the differ- 
ential granted it by the trunk lines of 10 cents 
first class. It has been talked by representatives 
of other lines in St. Paul and Minneapolis that 
the trunk lines wouid not recognize the Soo line, 
but it is now stated on authority that it has 
been recognized and a differential granted it. At 
any rate it has started out to keep that much 
under the other lines, as its rates will show.; 


Another Cut Announced, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 10.—[Spécial.]—Late 
this afternoon the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Company announced a further cut of 5 
cents per 100 pounds on first-class from Chicago 
and Milwaukee to the Missouri River, making 
the first-class rate to all points from Sioux City 
to Kansas City SO cents, with proportionate re- 
ductions on all other classes. First-class from 
Chicago and Milwaukee to Minneapolis were re- 


duced from 25 to W cents, with proportionate re-

The Chicago Commuttee ot East-Bound

Duluth Elevator-Men Scheming for Busi- 
ness. 

St. Paut, Minn., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—During 
the last two years a large amount of wheat stor- 
age has been added in Duluth. Now there is 
abundance of elevator room, with no wheat to 
occupy it. The outside demand calls upon the 
Minneapolis grain men for wheat to go to mills, 
east and south. The demand is so great this 
year that prices here have been maintained at 
about two or three cents above Duluth values. 
That has attracted all the wheat this 
way all winter. At last the Duluth 
elevator companies have become frightened 
at cheir empty grain-bins and consequent loss of 
dividends. ith no hope of wheat there 
from this crop under stimulus of the natural 
laws of trade, the companies are now applying 
force to get storage earnings for their elevators. 
The Market Kecord says the owners are now bid- 
ding 2% cents above Duluth cash prices for wheat 
to arrive there tofill them. That is, No. 1 hard, 
cagh, is quoted 75 cents there today, and the 
companies are bidding for large lots in 
the country 77% cents delive on track 
in Duluth. The object of this is to 
have the houses earning something. By paying 
77% and selling May at 80, with wheat still sub- 
ject to 2lg-cent elevator charges, there is a little 
money in the operation. The wheat will be only 
partly taken out then by the buyers, lea a 
fair prospect of the elevators earning consider- 
able storage after Ma 1. Most of t wheat 
will, as usual, go to Buffalo and New York mill- 
ers, and they will not wantitall atonce. The 
bidding has so far not been open, as it might ex- 
cite the Duluth nrarket and compel them to pay 
too high prices for the small amount ot wheat 
drifting that way without the application of the 
2%-cent premium.
